Foster Parents Plan 
Aids Typhoon Victims 


On September 1, Hong Kong was 
battered by one of the most severe 
typhoons of the century. The news 
was unusually personal for several 
hundred Canadian individuals 
and groups who have established 
relationship with destitute children 
in the Crown Colony, whom they 
have financially “adopted” through 
Foster Parents’ Plan. 


Recently they had a thrilling, 
yet chilling front seat report from 
the disaster area. A letter, dated 
September 3, from George Ross Jr.. 
Plan’s director in Hong Kong, ad- 
dressed to Miss Gloria C, Matthews, 
Plan’s executive director in New 
York, gives a remarkably clear pic- 
ture of the problems of such a ecatas- 
trophe. Here is the letter, a copy of 
which went to all foster parents: 


“Dear Gloria: We are battered and 
bruised but still fighting. Many of 
our families have lost everything in 
the typhoon that devasted parts of 
the colony on September 1st. We 
have no idea, as yet, how many will 
require special assistance, but. it 
looks as if there will be considerable 
strain on our Special Services funds. 
For those families who have lost 
their entire shacks, wé are granting 
HK $150 or US $26.25. This is not 
sufficient to rebuild a shack but 
it will get them started and provide 
some shelter. For those who have 
lost a roof or some other part of 
their structure, we are providing 
considerably less. In each case, it 
will be a great help, but not suffi- 
cient to do the job. Our special 
Service funds are -now_under con- 
siderable ‘strain, 


The day after tomorrow, some of 
our people will go out to the New 
Territories to check on our families 
_}there. You may have read that a 
tida wave hit some of the towns on 
the coast of the New Territories 
in the midst of the typhoon, and 
those towns are completely destroy- 
ed. The government has emergency 
aid there now, and there is no hope 
of rebuilding anything until the go- 
vernment has cleared some of the 
vernment. By Wednesday we should 
be able to have some idea how bad- 
ly our families in these particular 
towns have been hit. 


It was really bad. The winds reach- 


ed more than 160 miles an hour, and 
at that speed they scream, The rain 
was a roaring torrent, The people 
in squatter shacks must have been 
terrified. The newspapers tell us

that twenty thousand are homeless, 
but there are a great many more 
who have suffered severe damage to 
their homes. The government is do- 
ing a pretty good job with emergen- 
cy aid. Howerer, now, two days af- 
ter the typhoon, we are still without 
telephone service. Wires are down. 
glass from the broken windows is 
everywhere. Some of our children 
were at holiday camp on another 
island during the storm. Communi- 
cations were out, so we had some 
anxious hours. They returned this 
afternoon, all intact. Nobody injured 
but Silvermine Bay is a mess. 


Each individual foster parent will 
be informed if his particular child 
has been affected by the typhoon. 
With more than 3,500 Plan children 
in Hong Kong, it is a big job to 
investigate each and every one, so 
I hope that the foster parents will 
be patient and, in the meantime, 
know that we are doing everything 
possible.” 


Donations to the Plan’s Special 
Services Fund to help victims of 
this typhoon are urgently needed 
from foster parents and from the 
general public, and may be sent to 
Foster Parents’ Plan, P.O, Box 65, 
Station’ B, Montreal.
